The Hoboken water-front is generally 
Jar from picturesque, but today in 
honor ot the occasion it was decora­ 
ted and the denizens of the neighbor­ 
hood took a few hours away from their 
work to witness the departure of the 
country's forem ost private citizen. 
Thousands gath ered at the pier and 
gave Mr. Roosevelt and his son Ker­ 
mit an enthusiastic au revoir. 
As the 
putting and snorting tugs drew the 
ship aw ay from her dock and pointed 
her nose down the river toward the 
bay the band aboard began to play 
The Star-Spangled Banner. 
As the 
first notes reached the people a hear­ 
ty cheer went up. 
Mrs. Roosevelt ac­ 
companied her husband ate! son to 
the steam ship for th e final lea ve­ 
i n i n g and she shared in (he ovation 
of the crowd. 
T h ere was a num ber 
af intim ate friends at the dock to say 
a parting word to Mr. Roosevelt be­ 
fore he boarded the ship.

Tic worked without a 
laboratory iud wirii crude apparatus, 
mostly mayle by him self from simple 
materiel*.
